There is an island called Tagne on 
the north side of the bay, and there 
is sheltered anchorage in twelve 
fathoms for a few vessels between 
Tagne Island and the entrance t- 
the inner harbour, Now if the 
Puris “Temps” has authority for 
saying that Admiral Rozhdiestven- 
sky is as careful as he was at

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STREET LIGHTING. 

17th April. 

Is is impossible to deny that there 
hes been of late years considerable 
improvement in the lighting of Shang- 
hai streets, New comers may 
excused if this remark should elicit 
the exclamation, “What must it 
have been before!” for to tell the 
truth there is yet room for improve- 
mont in this respect. At the same 
time, the lately-arrived resident 
should not forget that at least 
15-. per cent of the brilliancy of 
our home streets in London, New 
York, Paris, Berlin, and so on, is due 
not to streeb’ lighting bub to shop 
lighting, to lighting for advertising 
purposes and.,uther private ends, 
most of which are conspicuous by their 
absence in the streets of Shanghai. 

In the Municipal Report recently 
published, our Electrical Engineer 
informs’ us that there are but 202 
public arc lamps in use with an 
additional baker's dozen authorised. 
‘The. consequence is that only our 
most frequented streets have the 
benefit of electricity, the rest being 
still compelled to put up with the 
leas ‘affective, and therefore more ex- 
pensive, gas. The main improve- 
ment effected in respect of the street 
lighting during the past year was 
the substitution of the Schenectady 
encloyed type of arc lamp in the place 
of the open lamps which continued 
in.uso until March. The new lamp 
is supplied with » high pressure 
currenh through regulating trans- 
formers, and it has thus been possi- 
ble to dv away with the 
separate generators, for street light- 
ing. There is this further advantage 
attaching to the use of the new 
lamps: they require in winter only 
@ fourth of the attention which used 
to be given to the old ones, and in 
summer only a sixth. The carbon 
Dill “for the year was less than a 
fourth of that for the previous year. 
though there were more lamps in 
circuit. All this is very satisfactory, 
and it cannot be denied “that the 
steadiness and quality of the light is 
greatly improved since the general 
adoption of these lamps.” There has 
also ‘been additional improvement 
from more judicious hanging, and it 
is satisfactory to notice that long arm 
brackets at street corners are coming 
more and more into use. 

Still, as we have said, there is 
room for improvement, The exper- 
ienca ‘of the past year has not.been 
altogether such as the Engineer 
would have liked, nor such as the 
community hope for. What the 
explanation is may be seen in the 
Report, In the first place bis con-

Thus precautions were taken to 
guard xgainst the effect of extrane- 
ous light, reflection from buildings, 
loss by obstruction, and so on, and 
the experiments were carried out 
only on clear nights, It was found 
that the results from incandescent 
gas lamps depend very largely on

This is overwhelming testimony to 
the efficacy of electricity, which can- 
not fail to spread wider and wider as 
the resulis become more and more 
widely known, and as men are more 
and more able to contend suceessfully 
nt vested interests. All over 
jurope and America country towns 
and villages are going, as China is 
going. straight from oil to electricity. 
e case of China it might in some 
cases ps be correct to say from 
rusblights to electricity, the interr 
vening steps in evolution being

in the transition stage. The demands 
upon our electrical machinery have 
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been almost greater than it could 
bear, ind it has not been possible as 
yet to give the benefits of good light 
to every part of the Settlement, 
greatly as this is to be desired. We 
shall have to wait for the time when 
gasshall have finally given place to 
its more brilliant and cheaper com- 
petitor. The sooner that happens 
the better for the general publio. 
Meanwhile we might draw the atten- 
tion of the Council to the approaches 
to the theatre, and as all these are at 
times very crowded, it might be 
worth while to give to them a little 
extra attention in, this respect. As 
they are, they seem very dingy indeed 
after feralng out of the more brilli-

In the March issue of this Journal, 
Mr. John: Foord begins his “current 
comment” with a very vigorous 
attack on “the Grand Ducal camaril- 
la that sways the mind of the Czar. 
This clique,” he says, “has a truly 
Bourbon incapacity. for learning or 
forgetting anything, and seems as 
impervious to the lessons of revolu- 
tion at home as it isto those of 
military disaster abroad. There is a 
grim irony in the fate that calls for. 
the sacrifice of thousands of human: 
lives merely because the members of 
the Russian Imperial: family are for 
the most part bratally arrogant and 
abjec ly ignorant; are cynically 
corrupt and grossly incompetent ; 
are in all essentinl respects, a sur. 
vival of the Dark Ages in an age of 
enlightenment—the bigoted and 
narrow-minded exponents of des- 
potism in face of the triumphant 
progress of human frecdom. But 
the fact may as. well be recognised 
that, until it is as clear to the Czar 
and the men around him as it 1s to 
the rest of the world, that the defeat 
of Russia is absolute and irretrievable, 
and that nothing can save. the 
Empire save a complete reversal of 
‘its secular policy, there can. be no 
lasting peace in the Far East, or, for 
that matter, in any other part of the’ 
world over which the baleful shadow 
of the military ambition of Russia 
has projected ielf Any terms 
of peace which do not include a full 
surrender of the results achieved by 
half 1a century of mendacious and 
corrupt intrigue at Peking, and of 
military aggression in Manchuria, 
could carry with them no security 
for lasting tranquillity or civilised 
progress in Eastern Asia, Dire as 
are the present. straits of Russia, “it 
may be questioned whether the 
Czar and his advisers are even yet 
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prepared to ise the full 
significance of that fot, and the kind 
of surrender which it entails.” Whit! 
makes this- war, with ite enormous 
sacrifice of human life, so pitifal, is 
the certainty that if the Czar had 
listened to his wisest advisers, like de 
Witte, Lamsdorf, and Kuropatkin, 
it could have been avoided with much 
ater honour to Russia, who would 
fave had the credit of fulfilling her 
promise to evacuate Manchuria. 
The second note mentions the 
efforts that are being made by 
Southern cotton mill interests to get 
the President of the U.S. to appoint, 
a commission for the study of new 
markets for their products. The 
President is favourable, but has 
decided to wait until the autumn 
before submitting the scheme to 
Congress; but, as Mr, Foord points; 
out, all depends on the selection of 





members of the commission. “It 
would be just as absurd to attempt 
to find places for party politicians 
out of a job. in an expedition fitted 
out to observe @ solar eclipse, as to 
make a commercial commission a) 
refuge for the same kind of individual 
incapacity.”

the interminable dissensions existing 
between the Powers at Peking, and 
realising that their maladministra- 
tion of internal affairs and their 
frequent. violation of the treaties are 
not likely to bring down upon them 
punishment of the only kind which 
is in any way effective, are gradually 
adopting an attitude of unconcealed 
obstruction and hostility to the for- 
eign resident and trader.

Convention of 1887. The British 
Government tovk grea! credit to itself 
for the conditions attached to that 
loan and it was stated at the time by 
responsible Government officials that 
the supervision and control of likin 
thus obtained could not fail to be of 
the greatest benefit to trade in the 
interior, It was the intention of that 
Agreement that complete and effec- 
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tive control"by the Foreign Iuspec- 
torate should gradually be establish- 
but the British Government 
reckoned without the organised op- 
position of Chinese officials as a clas, 
and the apathy which of recent years 
the Inspector-General of Customs has 
unfortunately shown in such matters. 
A preliminary enquiry into the work- 
ing of the likin in this province 
was instituted at the end of 1898 
and Sir Robert Hart then expressed 
his intention of following it up after 
one year, .by two years of “general 
supervision,” executive control to 
follow thereafter.

have been afforded to the Foreign 
Customs Staff whose duty it 
would thereafter be to collect that 
revenue. The period named has 
now elapsed, but so far from there 
being any attempt at executive 
authority or seepcealty on the put 
of the Imperial Maritime Customs, 
the experience of the past six yras 
bas gone to show that the Chinese 
have used the loan agreement to in- 
tensify the feeling of the native 
population against foreigners, by 
levying exactions on native trade fur 
higher tha those heretofore existin 5, 
and that the increased revenues thus 
obtained have not gone.into the Im- 
perial Exchequer, but have been 
chiefly used, as usual, to satis! 
rapacity of the provincial authorities: 
The new likin on cattle differs, 
however, from the ordinary internal 
exactions on trade in so faras it is »n 
attack exclusively directed agaivst 
the Foreiiner, and its object high- 
handed plunder. ‘Thirty years ago 
such a thing would not have been 
ible ; it is a melancholy reflection 

on the results of all our diplomatic 
activity in China that the native 
official should be able to make a de'i- 
erate. attack like this upon the 
rights of the extraterritorialised 
European living on Chinese soil. We 
have no doubt that the usual futile 
discussions wi'l ensue as to the Cni- 
nese Government's sovereign right to 
inflict such gratuitous injury on the 
subj cts of Powers with whom she is 
at peace; we have no doubt also 
that the final result will be the usual 
assive acquiescence of those who 
represent Governments which have 
ceased to regard the Chinese question 
‘as a matter of serious importaice. 
The question is one which requires 
immediate and forcible treatment and 
we therefore suggest that without 
waste of time, the Council shou'd 
handle it energetically ; the attack is 
direct and the reply should be equal- 

















ly free from circumlocution. We 
suggest in all seriousness that the 
Council . should notify the Chinese 
authorities that the amount of the 
outrageous levy which they now 
Propose to impose on tho foreign 

mmunity will be met by special 
taxation, levied by authority of 
the Ratepayers at the next Annual 
Meeting, in the form of house-tax, 
carriage licence, and other special 
contributions, on every Chinese 
official or native of official rank 
resident or owning property within 
Settlement limits, and that the 
amount thus raised will be re- 
turned to the foreign communi- 
ty in the form of specially re- 
duced taxation. An intimation to 
this effect would probably convince 
officials like the presnt ‘Taotai, 
Shéng Kung-pao, and others who 
have gladly availed themselves of 
the security which this Settlement 
affords for investing their unholy 
revenues, that these exactions have 
their limit and that they cannot be 
carried with impunity to the lengths 
‘at present proposed. Such a course 
may have ubjectionable features, but 
desperate ilis require desperate re- 
medies and the present case does 
not appear to be cne for temporising 
or compromise, 

We suggest at the sime time that 
the opportunity is a fitting ox€ for 
the British authorities here and at 
Peking to enquire of the Chinese 
Government and of the Inspector- 
General of Customs what steps are 
being taken to give effect to the 
formal agreoment of 1898 whereby 
the likin administration of this pro- 
vince was to be p'aced under effective 
foreign supervision ; by that agree- 
ment the present unauthorised levies 
and all increased exactions on 
trade of the past six years arc 
violations of a formal convention. 
It is high time that these knavish 
tricks were brought to a conclusion, 
high time that the British and 
German Governments insist on the 
maintenance of the conditions made 
and accepted in good faith at the 
time that the loan of 1898 was 
negotiated. There is too much 
laissez aller, too much of the policy 
which leaves everything to its suc- 
cessors, in dealing with these quest- 
ions: the truculent attitude of the 
provincial mandarin should be met 
by a definite expression of the dis- 
pleasure of the Powers concerned. 
‘We can sympathise with the position 
of Sir Robert Hart in the matter 
since he is, after all, a servant of the 
Chinese Government; but we have 
no sympathy for the policy ofa great 
Power which makes agreements and 
then, through ignorance or apathy, 
allows them to be continually vio'ate | 
with impunity. It is this policy 
which makes all agreements with 
Chins of no effect, as the Peking 
Protocol and the Mackay. Treaty 
have fully exemplified.

‘A new edition of the above work 
has just come in a handsome and conveni- 
ent-sized volume of 975 pages. Those 
of the older ration familiar with 
“Stent”—that is Mr. G. C. Stent’s 
“Chinese and English Vocabulary in the 
Pekingese Dialect,” published in 1871— 
found it an invaluable aid in_ their 
eatlier studies of the Mandarin Dialect, 
useful book of reference long after 
sy had become fluent speskers in Cl 
nese. They had but one fault to find 
with their well-used companion, the fault 
attaching to istorical love-letter of 
Sam Weller,—it was too short. Mr. 
MacGillivray however, after years of 
residence in Honan, and a strong per- 
sonal grasp of the ianguage spoken by 
three hundred millions out of the four 
hundred millions of Chinese, took his old

Mukden and the Russian 
Revolution. 

We are momentarily expecting news 
of the Japanese occupation of Mukden, 
and we aro all hoping that the Japanoso 
victory, of which we are now assured, 


may prove decisive. It is not merely 





that all our sympathies and all our 
interests are on the side of Japan; but 
wo all want to seo tho war brought to 





an end as speedily as possible. The 
general beliof is that even though 

thin should once more succeed in 
beating an orderly retreat, the Czar and 
his advisers will recogniso the bopelase- 
ness of continuing the conflict ; but this 
is by no moans certain. ‘There is, 
hor no doubt whatevor that a 
decisive victory in this groat battle 
would ond the war. What its offect 
would be upon the revolutionary move- 
ment in Russia it is not so eesy to say. 
The renewed disturbances which wore 
expected in 8t. Petersburg last Saturday 
and Sanday did not take place, and it is 
t the Czar’s rescript an- 
tention to “convene th’e

The Great Fiscal Debate. 
Tariff Reformers are elated at tho 
result of the great fiscal night in the 
House of Commons on Wednesday. 
It is true that the Government majority 
for the “previous question” was only 
42, againat 65 which they gained in the 
very similar debate on Mr. Black’s motion 
last year; but since then their normal 
majority has been reduced by secessions 
and defeats at by-elections, and both 
sides expected the majority on this occa- 
sion to be mnch smaller, some forecasts 
placing it as low as 25. ‘There were oven 
hopes-that the Government might 
doferted ; but these were dependent upon 
the vapture of Mr. Chamberlain, The 
resolution which was moved by 
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will not be secured tlirough a system of 
preferential duties based upon the pro- 
tective taxation of food.” If the House 
had been allowed to vote freely on thig 
question it would of course have been 
carried by a vory considerable msjority, 
for quite a considerable proportion of 
Unionist members have declared against 
food taxes. No one, however, sup] 
that Mr. Balfour would give his followers 
a free hand. He could not accept the 
motion without breaking with Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and he could not oppose it with- 
out alienating the Free Fooders. 

‘The “ Previous Question.” 

He had a ready expedient in 
‘tus question,” which amounts to adeclara- 
oion that it is inexpedient or untimely 
for the House to an opinion on 
the resolution; but what excuse could 
he give for once more preventing the 
House from expressing ite views on the 
fiscal question ? He found it in the com- 
ing Colonial Conference. A decision 
now would hamper the freedom of action 
of our representatives at that Confer- 
once. Then came the question, what 
would Mr. Chamberlain say? He has 
declared again and again that the ques- 
tion is ripe for decision, How then 
‘could he vote for evading a decision by 
means of the “previous question ?” 
Needless to say he easily found argu- 
ments. Then, finally, Mr. Balfour de- 
clared once more that he is unalterably 
attached to the principles of Free Trade, 
‘and said he would not be responsible for 
‘a Protective policy. This doubtless in- 
duced = few wavering.

M. M. Jes Apaches, 

This is the picturesque name given by 
tho Parisian journalist to the desperadoes 
who frequent the outlying stroote at 
night and attack the belatod pedestrian, 
relieving him of his portable valuables. 
‘They have shown an oxtraordinary ac- 
tivity of late. A band armed with razors 
has been operating in the region of the 
central market, to the terror of honest 
folk. Several tradespeople of the neigh- 
bourhood have been found lying in the 
gutter with their throats cut, The police 
have great difficulty in running the band 
to earth on account of their extreme 
mobility. They employ scouts mounted 
on bicycles, who give early notice of the 
approsch of authority. Moreover, it is 
not illegal to carry a razor and the sus- 
pected member of the gang cannot be 
sent provisionally to prison for having a 
razor in his possession, such as is in the 
power of the police if the arm found 
upon the prisoner isa revolver. Crime 
has become alarmingly common in the 
streets of Paris lately, one of the reasons 
being the great reluctance of the magis- 
trates in the police correctional courts to 
act witl 
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Pelitics. 

Politics of the internal kind have been 
very quiet for the last month, ever since, 
in fact, the new Ministry was formed. 
Probably it is too good to last. For the 
moment the Chamber is busily con- 
cerned with the voting of the Budget, 
which is very much in arrear. After the 
credits have all been sanctioned the 
House will at once tackle the Two Years 
Military Service Bill which has been 
returned to the Chamber with certain 
amendments voted by the Senate. The 
entire youth of the country ia watching 
with great interest the passage and pro- 
mulgation of this law, which will do mnch 
to soften the hardships of a patriotic 
duty. After the military bill, measure 
of much wider import and of a much more 
controversial character will be introduced. 
I refer to the Separation Bill, which 
is to pronounce the divorce of Church and 
State. The Parli-mentary Committeo, 
which has been considering the details of 
the Government measure, is almost in a 
position to report, so that of 
general supposition that the measure was 
only introduced for the purpose of provid- 
ing an election ery and with no very 
serious intention of passing it, it really 
looks as if it would become the law of the 
land before this present Parliament com- 
pletes its legal life. What is certain is 
that the Catholics are daily becoming more 
reconciled to the idea of disestablishment, 
which many now believe is the best 
thing that can happen to put an end to 
a wholly falso and untenable position. 
When it is remembered that a dozen 
dioceses are without Bishops because the 
Vatican and the Republic have not been 
able to agree as to the nominees, it will be 
seen that the hostility of Church and 
State has reached a very acute phase. 
Indeed, the disease has gone so far that 
amputation is the ouly remedy.

CHINESE HOSPITAI, 
SHANTUNG ROAD. 


At the annnal meeting of the Shantung 
Road Hospital, which is to take place 
this evening ‘at 2 Shantung Rosd, 
a question of some importance is to be 
decided. 

Tho medical work in connection with 
the London Mission, which vatually 
developed into this Hospital, was begun 
by Dr. Lockhart, the first medical mis- 
sionary to China, who had charge from 
1843-1857. By the original trust the 
work was established on a purely charit- 
able basis, but with freedom to change. 
It is now felt that the time has come for 
this medical work to fall in line with 
other similar works in Shanghai, and with 
most foreign hospitals in China, so that in 
future the basis be semi-charitable 
somi-self-supporting, » small fee being 
charged to all out-pationts, 

‘The advantages of this system are : (1) 
that it brings in considerable support, (2) 
that it keeps away those who have 
nothing the matter with them, (3) that it 
causes those who receive treatment to 
‘appreciate it aud take their modicines. 

Taking into consideration the fact that 
during 1904 over 96,000 out-pationts 
were treated, the charge of a fow cash, 
whieh ij roposed to establish, would 
bri in a considerable sum, and ex- 
perience has provel that the Chinese are 
quite willing to pay. 

It is needless to say that the very poor, 
accident cases, and those sent up with 
letters from subscribers, will be seen free 
as in former years. 

By arrangement with the London Mis- 
sion, Dr. Davenport, one of their medical 
missionaries who has practised for fifteen 
years in China, has now beeu appointed

“The foreign community of Bangkok, 
and more particularly the British com- 
munity, lose a stimulating influence by 
|the doparture of Mr. Wilkinson. ..Ho 
has held only the Acting -sppointment of 
H. B. M. Judge here, he has-neyer con 
sented to settle down; but' even:in hie 
short period of offige be hee not fatled, 
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to impress the public by his strong 
individuality. In so small a community 
as the British in Siam a Judge cannot 
fail to cause annoyance in some quarters ; 
but after all, as he said himself to-day 
with regard to occasional instances of 
slight friction betwoon Bench and Bar, 
it is only an evidence of the Court being 
healthily alive. We are not in the least 
concerned to defend all Mr. Wilkinson’s 
decisions as Judge’; there must always 
be room for differences of opinion. 
Moreover be himself confessed to-day 
that he thought it easier for » Judge 
sitting alone to keep his mind absolutely 
balanced than it was when there was a 
jury. As a result of his practice at the 
bar the Judge in the latter case, ho felt, 
was always in danger of fighting the 
strongest man, if he saw that one side or 
the other was not putting the best case 
possible before the jury. That state- 
ment is not without interest as a personal 
estimate. But assuredly Mr. Wilkinson 
has throughout set himself a very high 
stand'rd in his judicial work; he has 
shown himself an exceedingly able lawyer 
‘and a fearless Judgo; and Bangkok, wo 
believe, Il the better for his tenure 
of the post of British Judge, while out- 
side his work he leaves. many kindly 
memories in Bangkok.”

KD CROSS WORK IN 
MANCHURIA. 


We have received the following further 
atter for publicatio 

Dean Da. Panxer,—Appeals have 
ome to us from Mukden friends for help 
0 repatriate the refugees. 

The time has come when the people 
right, in large numbers, return to their 
‘omes, if they had homes to return to; 
he time has come when they must sow 
he land, if there is to be any harvest 
tall. But, alas, as things are now, they 
no homes ‘to go to, and nothing 
‘ith which to till the soil or sow seed. 

















Their old homes are deserts—not a roof 
remains in multitudes of cases. Every- 
thing representing the comforts and 
necessities of life has been stripped clean 
away from them by the war storm. All 
these weary months they have beon 
dependent on outside charity for 
shelter, food, and clothing. They 
have been living in crowded re- 
foges under sanitary (sic) conditions not 
conducive to health, and it is desirable 
‘on every account that tho present condi- 
tion of things should be put an end to as 
soon as possible. It is hoped that the 
Japanese military authorities will be 
disposed to facilitate the carly repatris- 
tion of these people as, apart from every 

ion, the overcrowding of 
the city may result in s severe epidem- 
io which would be disastrous. Already 
typhus and other fevers are raging in 
Maukden, and in our refuges the death 
rate is high. 

It is therefore proposed that immediate 
stops be taken to enable the refugees to 
return, and make a beginning at solf-sup- 
port again. To this end we propose to 
give them seed to sow the fields and a 
money grant to enable them to set up 
house again. 

With regard to former, what 
is aimed at is to give thom » suffic- 
ient amount of seedgrain to ensure a 
harvest that will provide a sufficient 
food supply and leave a small 
margin for seed the _ following 
spring. Now in our various refug 
we have, say, 14,000 individuals, the 
majority of them being women and 
children. They will require, say 20,000 
“dan” of millet to keep them in food for 

surplas for 






























400 dav, and this amount we propose to 
‘sot apart. Of course in addition to this 
the women and children at least must be 
kept in life till the harvest comes round. 

With regard to houses, it has been 
suggested thet a grant of Tis. 10 per 
family would enable them to raise a roof 
over their heads, Of course it would bo 
the merest hut, but still a shelter, and a 
home, For our Mukden refugees alone 
some Tis. 15,000 will be required for this 
purpose, as thero are, at the lowest 
eptimate, 1,500 families absolutely without 
Homes. "Of course I do not include those 
looked after by the Tartar General, who 
probably number three times as many. 

For furnishing, cooking utensils, and 
farming implements, a further sum of 
Tia. 5 per family has boon suggested. To 
my mind it is much too small, but, tak- 
ing it at that, our Mukden refugees alone 
will therefore require a repatriation grant 
of Tis. 23,000. 

Yesterday I went to Koupangtze to 
meet the newly-arrived representatives 
of the Shanghai Society, but their chief 
being absent, nothing could be decided. 
We had a conference on the subject, 
however, and the proposals with 
their hearty concurrence. Time is prose- 
ing, and delay in regard to the seed 
grain at least is out of the question. I 
therefore wired to you, and sent a special 
messenger to Mukden, as neither the 
postal nor telegraph services aro.at pre- 
‘sent open to that city. I am hopeful 
that the Japanese authorities will permit 























me to go to Liaoyang and Mukden im- 
mediately; it would be so much better if 
matters could be arranged on the spot.

Not least in the Japanese cam- 
paign of progress has been the at- 
tempt to grapple with the opium problem 
and solve it so far as it touches Formosan 
life. In order to appreciate the mag. 
nitude of the task undertaken, it will be 
necessary to state cortain facts regarding 
the Formosans and their condition, -as 
well as to say something ofthe form of 
government which now obtains, 

The bulk of the population is Chinese, 
consisting chiefly of the Hakles, who or- 
iginally came from the province of Fokien, 
and who number more than two million, 
and the Hakkas, who came from the 
province of Kuantung, and who number 
about half-a-million.” Both the Hakles 
‘and the Hakkas inhabit the coast chiefly, 
though the latter are more courageous 
than the former, labouring foarlessly in 
the camphor camps and carrying on 
trade with the intractabl 
live in the intorior.. In add 
above-mentioned there are 40,000 Japa 
ese residents of Formosa; the head- 
hunting aborigines, who number about 
113,569, infest ‘the mountain dis- 
tricts inland; and the Pepohoans, 
who represent group of savages living 
in the lowlands, and who have become 
more or less domesticated and speak the 
Chinese language. The Hakles and the 
Hakkas alone are consumers of opium. 
Prior to the Japanese occupation the 
Formosans (this term applies to the island- 
ers living in Formosa when it became 
Japanese territory in 1895) were not re- 
stricted in their importation and uso of 
the drag.

(2) The Japanese government did not 
abandon the prohibitive principle in 
adopting the Formosan system in their 
newly-acquired possessions. They al 
tempted to make it progressive instead of 
categorical in its application. Their pur- 
was and is the complete extirpation 
of the vice at the earliest moment pos- 
sible—in perhaps thirty years (Vid. Lot. 
. }—with a minimum of suffering 
and friction, At first sight six or seven 
Yor cent does not seem to be a very 
rge proportion to be victims of the 
it, ur to make it necessary to con- 
fiate. But when we take into con- 
sideration the fact that smokers aro| 
almost altogether confined to male adults, 
and that women and children have to be 
left out of the cousideration, as well as 
the savage tribes, the situation is revealed 
in its true proportions. Some doubt has 
been cast on the motives of tie govern- 
ment in the establishment of the opium 
monopoly. (Vid. Iuterrogatories aaswered 
by Mr. Barclay. pp.) A man of 
judicial mind and eminent in public affairs 
in Japan hinted at this fear, though he 
had no evidence to adduce on the subject’ 
and said he was loath to impute sordid 
motives.

(3) Side by sido with the equipment 
wherewith to satisfy the craving of opium- 
smokers, is a department which uses every 
means practicable to cure victims. By ré- 
fusing to give new liconses to the rising 
generation, the increase of habitués is 
checked at its source and the company of 
smokers confined to those who were ad- 
dicted to the use of the drug prior 
1900. Death, removal, and reform wi 
gradually do away with these. But tho 
Japanese are not hopeless of working 
‘a moralcure among a class of mon who 
are perhaps more nearly hopeless than 
the victims of any other habits. The 
law does not leave the morphomani ¢ to 
his fate, but puts in his way encourage- 
ments to break off the habit.

(5) It is always difficult to measure 
accurately the degree of success achieved 
by a partly effective Inw, especially if the 
Ia il young and at an experimental 
stage in its history.

It may be well to recall a few general 
facts bearing on. Chinese character and 
life, before passing to the consideration 
and the weighing of the testimony 
secured by the Committee in Shanghai, 
Hongkong, and other places in Chins. 

(1) The Chinese on the whole aro a 
moral, law-abiding, industrious, and 
frugal people. How comes it then that 
they are addicted, more perhaps than 
any other race, to opium smoking and 
garubling, whose effects lead cortainly to 
wastefulness and laziness, and generally 
to law-breaking and immorality? If 
this question may be answered, in other 
words, if the cause producing these 
deleterious offects may be found, we 

all have solved one problem connected 
with the use of opium in China, 
































(2) Why isit that in spite of the well- 
worded eilicts, letters, petitions and 
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literature condemmatory of opium, we 
find no governmental action taken to 
prohibit or limit its uso? It may be 
safely held that the Chinese government 
officials understand the members of their 
race and the denizens of their countries 
betier than foreigners do or can; and it 
is not conceivable that all or even @ 
majority of the ruling class in China 
wilfully and deliberately. encourage. a 
custom which they all agree in condemn- 
ing. And yet we find the opium vice, 
fulminated against by priest and illu- 
minatus, condemned and vilified by 
merchant and labourer, steadily increasing 
‘and spreading more and more widely. 
Perhaps the at ing of these two 
questions is too difficult, too complicated 
with incomprehensibles and imponder- 
ables for any non-Chinese mind . to deal 
with; and yet comprehension of 
these conditions would certainly be 
most useful in deciding on what 
‘course to pursue in regard to opium in 
the Philippines, and is doubtless neces- 
sary in arranging and digesting the testi- 
mony of Chineso bearing on opium. 
‘Thoro seem to be in China neither » 
yublic opinion which controls nor a 
Pational life which welds and consolidates 
‘a people, There is no Chinese nation, 
there is merely  Chinose race. The 
family is the unit, aud the individual is 
of importance only as an aliquot part of 
that unit, Henco arise many virtues, 
filial pi ially and respect for the 
past of the family, for ancestors as re- 
Prosonting all that is noblest and best. 
Hence also arise iron-bound conservat- 
ism, opposition to change of all kind, and 
particularly a kind of family selfishness, 
80 to speak, a desire to benofit and 
wndise tho family regardless of the 
injury done to others or other families. 
‘This selfishness, which embraces not only 
tho self, the ego, but the family, the alter- 
0, acts a8 a positive force in urging men 
to tell opium to others of a different 
ly or clan; for it is no matter how 
‘any persons aro debauched, provi 
sbaucher’s family are 
ited. When any 
person or his own conscience accuses a 
Chinese of wrong-doing in traficking 
i ho haa not only the stool an

adds to them this: one, 
first and only to his family ; that not only 
is he not his brother's keoper, but it is 
‘also his highest and paramount. duty to 
bonofit his family, even though it be by 
destroying morally and physically others. 
not connected with his family. To him 
the injury of the many for the benefit of 
the fow may be arightoous duty, provided 
the fow are his family and the many not. 
‘This peculiar altruistic solfisbnoss is nob 
confined to the Chineso, but as a general 
effective cause it pervades their life, their 
thonght, and their action. Init are found 
the roots of their frugality, patience, 
Isboriousness and woll-recognised com- 
mercial honesty; and it may not be denied 
that this characteristic is often, if not 
generally, @ great power for good. It is 
well-known that there are many able, 
conscientious Chinese rulors, and many 
Chinese whom broad charity and upright- 
ness. make worthy of profound respect 
and admiration. 

It may be said that all peoples crave a 
stimulant, the American Indian his tis- 
wain, the Caucasian his alcohol, the Arab 
his coffee, and the Chinese his opium. 
But is there no other craving common to 
mankind? Are there not cravings ‘for 
amusements, cra for food? And 
what peopte on earth ure-so poorly ptd- 
vided with food asthe indigent Chi 
destitute of amusement as all 














both rich and poor? There are no out- 
door games in China, or indeed any 
games except ina gambling sonse. Ab- 
folate dullness aad drearinces scom to 
prevail everywhere, As these two de- 
mons drive the Caucasian to drink; so 
they drive the Chinese to opium. As an 
individual may by habitual toil and atten- 
tion to business become incapable. of 
amusement, so a race of almost incredi- 
ble antiquity, which has toiled for 
milleninms, may: likewise reach a point 
in its development where the faculty 
of being amused may have atrophied and 
disap so that all that-remains of 
that desire is to spend leisure in placi 
ity. And nothing contributes to this so 
much as opium. In Formosa the merry 
Japanese boys aro teaching the placid 
Chinese lads to play tennis, football, 
polo, vaulting, otc., with a view— 
Japanese teachers ‘say—of improving 
them physically and also of developing in 
thom a love of sports which will prevent 
them from wishing to spond their leisure 
indoors smoking opium. And the poor 
who bave no leisure? They often have 
no food, or so little that any drug whicl 
removes first the pangs of hunger, aud 
later the healthy cravings of ap 
‘seems a boon to them. Add to this the 
footing of peace and well-being that often 
accompanies the smoking of opium, 
and it is not difficult to seo 
why the indigent Chineso uso it. 
Wo administer morphine to relieve 
pain, The life of the indigont Chinese 
coolio is pain, caused by privation. Tho 
opium sot is an object of pity rather 
than of contempt. If the Chinese seom 
more easily to contract habits than other 
nations, and are more the slaves of them, 
is not that due to the dullness of the lives 
of the well-to-do and to the painful 
squalor of the indigent? Chinese are 
said to be victims of the opium habit, of 
































question has boon gravely ‘raised as to 
whother a certain brand of cheap and 
exceedingly poor American cigarettes 
contain opium, as the coolies spend their

others do to procure opium. As opium 
is far moro exponcive weight for weight 
than tobacco, there would hardly seem to 
be any possibility of such sophistication 
asiabove indicated in these very cheap 
‘cigarettes. Novertheless, the habit i 
acquired, for the cigaretie employs the 
leisure, relioves the pangs of hunger, and 
destroys tho appetite. This habit is 








hardly more sonsoless than the eating of | trad 


common candies or the devouring of 
cheap ‘pickles to take away an insistent 
and expensive appetite. 


Are the Chinese in earnest in denoune- 
ing the use of opium? Are their state. 
ments rogarding its injurious effects aud 
debasing tendencies to be accepted at 
their face value? On the whole perhaps 
the benofit of the doubt should be given 
them, and unquestionably all are in 
earnest when members of their own clan 
or family are concerned. Yet we should 
remember that like the rest of mankind 
the Chinese are likely to say one thing 
and do another, to “save their face” by 
fine speeches. ‘Their mental and ethical 
training teaches them not only to appre- 
ciate high moral standards but also how 
to express ‘those standards in the most 
Deautiful and elegant words.

It will bo seen, therefore, that the 
Chinese government, at Shangbai at any 
rate, does nothing more than place a 
somewhat heavy «uty and tax on opium. 
So far as the Committoo was able'to 
determine, n6 spocial moasuro to dis- 
courage or limit the use of opium exists 
at Shanghai . 

In connection with the attitude of the 
government of China toward opium, wo 
should consider the attitude of ' the 
American government toward the trade 
in that drug in China in Chinese waters.

but the common consensus of opinion, as 
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the Committee obtained it, was condem- 
natory of its use in any quantity what- 
soover ; for it was by alll persons] 
who were questioned that s man who 
uses habitually even a small quantity of 
opium becomes aa thoroughly dependent 
on the drug as if he used it to excess, and 
that he is as miserable, useless, and 
hopeless, when deprived of his usual 
doso of opium, ashe would be in such 
casos were-he a user of considerable 
quantities of the drug. Itis true, how- 
over, that the habit is more ‘casily 
overcome when small quantities are used, 
as the period of suffering is shorter. 
While it may not be necessary to 
demonstrate the injurious effects which 
‘opium may exert on the prosperity of a 
community, the following ‘extract from 
the “North-China Daily News” of the 
5th of April, 1900, may be worth con- 
sidering. 

Messrs. Rochet and Hippisloy have 
both, in the Shanghai Trade Reports, 
given it as their opinion that the sale of 
morphia ought to be especially restricted. 
During nine years the use of this pre- 
paration from opium by the Chinese has 
spread with remarkable rapidity. For 
the first time morphia appeared in the 
‘Trade Reports as a separato item among 
foreign sundries in the year 1891. Before 
this it was only covered up under the 
general title of medicines in the Annual 
Returns of Trade which aro published by 
the Imperial Customs. The annual 
import amounta now to about 150,000 
‘ounces, while in 1891 tho value stated in 
the Amoy Trade Report is Tis. 1,079. 
This represents from 400 to 750 ounces. 
‘Two yoars lator the Amoy import reached 
2,639 ounces, In 1898 the amount stated 
is, 11,810 ounces. Tho Commissioner 
romarks that the morphia habit is making 
continutl and rapid progress, An in- 
creasing number of shops, both at Amoy 
and in the interior, advertise morphia 
pills as cure for the opium habit; 
gonerally it is taken in Yho form of pills, 
but subcutaneous injection is rapidly 
coming i our. He adds that the us 
of morphia is more injurious than the 
opium habit, as it is the most harmful of 
the narcotic alkaloids contained in opium 
and cheaper, and, being more convenient 
for use, a greater number of persons aro 
able to indulge in the habit; the rotail 
price of an ounce bottle is $3 to $3.20. 
‘Tho rapid inorease in the use of morphia 
at Amoy is accompsined by a dimination 
of the opinm habit. In 1897 Amoy 
purchased 4,306 piculs of foreign opium, 
and in 1808 the quantity was 3,790 
piculs, which was less by 18 per cont, 
At the same time poppy crops go 
on increasing in area every yoar. 
‘Tho total productton of native opium 
was in 1897 valued at $2,400,000 
for tho district in which Amoy is 
situated ; native opium bought at Amoy 
amounts to 1,000 piculs in 1898. This 
was brought from Yiinnan and Szechuan, 
If wo compare these figures with those of 
1889, when the entire import of opium at 
‘Amoy was 8,000 piculs, there is s pro- 
bability that ‘the disastrous opium habit 
is still incroasing in a part of Chi 
where it has existed for about 170 years. 
‘This i onbappily a piture ofall China ; 
the people will, against all remonstrances, 
injuro themeolves by this habit. They 
expend the capital made by their labour 
in the purchase of a distinctly injurious 
article. This prevents the use of the 
same capital in productive industries. 
‘This very pernicious effect of the opium 
abit is Very clearly seen in the trade in 
exports at Amoy. In 1898 the Amoy 
exports of tobacco, tea, paper, sugar, 
boots, shoes, Chinaware, bricks, samshu, 



































































umbrellas, fishing nets, garlic, and vermi- 
celli amounted to Tis. 2,560,000. In 
1882 they amounted to Tis. 4,865,000. 
The opium habit, through the mis- 
employment of capital, bas caused the 
exports to decline one-half in sixteen 
years. From an economical point of view 
it appears that the opium habit is far 
‘and away the greatest hindrance exist- 
ing to the industrial productivencas of 
Chinoto Inbour ;the falling off ooours in 
sugar, tea, and paper. Thes rt 
fell from the value Tia. 987,000 to 
Tis. 716,000. The export of paper fell 
during the samo sixteen years from the 
value Tis. 316,000 to the value Tis. 
286,000. ‘The tea export has fallen from 
a value of Tis. 2,600,000 to Tle, 147,000. 
Opium is the bane of Amoy, and it cost 
the people Tis. 2,300,000 in 1882, and 
Tis. 2,370,000 in 1898. 

“AtSwatow, thonext-door neighbour of 
Amoy, the sugar export has risen during 
the ssme interval of sixteen years from 
a value of five millions of tacls 
to six millions, ‘The entire exports 
‘at Swatow amounts to Tis. 7,000,000 
in 1882, and to Tis. 13,000,000 
in 1898. “Morphia is not mentioned 
the imports, and it is probably’ still un- 
known there. Tho foreign opium im- 
ported had dropped from 10,000 piculs 
in 1879 to 4,500 piculs in 1898. Nati 
opium paid’ duty on 489 piculs in 1898. 
It may be concluded therefore that, be- 
‘cause there is less devotion to the opium 
habit in Swatow, there is a greater 
development of the industries which pro- 














duce wealth. As additional evidence on

It is gonorally conceded (1) that the 
user of opium commonly increases his 
dose, (2) that he is worthless and unfit 
for work when deprived of his customary 
dose, whether it be large or small, (3) 
that the effects of the drug are practi- 
ally the same in kind on Chinese aud 
Europeans, and (4) that the excessive uso 
of opium’ is in all ways doleterious, 
leading to unthrift, thoft, and occasionally 
to arson and other crimes, but generally 
to crimes against self or those dependent 
on the criminal rather than against the 
public. Novortheloss tho sales of wives 
and children are froquontly mado in 
order to secure opium. On the whole 
this vice sooms to be more insidious and 
more difficult to overcome than tho 
aleohol vico, even though not #0 produc- 
tive of crimes of violence. 

No evidence was gathered proving 
that the Chinose Government is making 
or ever has made in modern times any 
earnest effort to diminish the uso of 
opium. Cortain of the high officials, who 
wate the most eloquent letters, cond: 
natory of the opium trafic, and apps 
ing to foreign nations to prevent its 
introduction into Chins, are believed to 

toadily increased the areas under 
opium cultivation in their own domains, 
It is alleged that the purpose was to 
grow opium to such an extent as to sup- 
ply the demand, undoreell the foreigner, 
drive him out of business, and afterwards 
by edict prohibit the use of opium. 
Very little testimony bearing on this 
point was secured; snd the matter, to 
say tho least, rests on very slender 
foundations, In the meantime opium 
culture occupies more and more land.

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The weight of testimony seems to be 
to the effect that Chinese firms prefer 
not to employ opium users in positions 
of trust. There is, however, testimony 
tothe contrary. ‘The demoralisation of 
tho Chinese army and navy is attributed 
by more than one witness to the use of 
opium by the officers. 

One witness assorted that the police 
courts of Shanghai showed that the use 
of opium and crime are intimately usso- 
ciated in that city (Vid. Int. p. —). He 
also stated that it is customary to advise 
the destruction of opium-smoking ap- 
paratus, whon its owner dies, in order 
to prevent his children or members 
of his family from smoking. The 
physiological effects of the drug were 
described as being mainly on the 
nervous system, though loss of appetite, 
constipation, were also mentioned. 
Physicians in CI woll as elsewhere 
do not observe any marked diminution 
in the power of resistance to disease or 
to surgical operations in those who use 
opium moderately; on the other band, 
the sudden stopping of opium, when a 
pationt-who is an habitué of it comes into 
tho hospital, may induce condition 
resembling delirium tremens.

A well-known business man of high 
position in Shanghai talked vory freely 
with mombers of the Committeo, but in 
such circumstances that it might bo a 
breach of confidence to go into det 
and stated that he believed that opium 
in moderation does no harm to Chinoso, 
but that on the whole its influences when 
not used to excess seems to benefit the 


user. 
Dr. Macleod (Vid. Int. p. )aia 
not believe that the fact that « man uses 
opium moderately militates against his 
obtaining work, He also stated that the 
Chinese may uso opium in moderation 
for a life-time without any bad results. 
From an intorviow with certain Chinese 
merchants and taotais (Vid. Int. pp. 
iows of tho natives of the better 
class may be had. ‘There is discontent 
with tho present system, and there is also 
a tendency to hold the Imperial govern- 
ment accountable for the prosont unsatis- 
factory conditions. ‘The — gentlemen 
favoured a government monoply as being 
the only way in which the use of opium 
may be controlled. Thoy also recom- 
mended a gradual reduction of the dose 
‘as the best method of hing and 
finally of eradicating the habit. Mention 
was made of the edict of the Emperor 
Tao Kuang (1896-1840), imposing 
heavy penalty on the use of opium. . This 
edict has nob repealed, but is not 
obeyed. The views of these gentlemen 
shown in their testimony and in their, 
written statement (Vid. p. —_) aro worthy 
of the closest and most respectful con- 
sideration. They stato clearly that no 
man can smoke opium for a long time 
without harm to himself. On the wh 
they do not seem sanguin 
that the producing of opium is more 
profitable than the producing of cereals, 
and that whilo this is true, farmers and 
others will continue to produce opium, 
in spite of laws to the contrary, even if 
effort were made to enforce such laws, 
It is to be regretted that a system of 
rewards and social distinctions, as sug- 
gested by them cannot be devised to re- 
ward non-consumers ; for if it wore prac- 
ticable to reward the law-abiding as well 
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believe that the Chinese would resort to! 
alcohol or to any other stimulant, in caso 
they should abandon opium. The point 
has no more than academic interest, 
however, as the abandonment of opium 
by the Chinese is hardly to be expected

Tho laws, regulations, and ordinances 
pertaining to the use of opium and the 
traffic in the drug in Hongkong are 
models of clearness, definiteness, and 
‘accuracy, as are the statistical tables and 
the forms used in moving the drug.

The laws of 
Formosa were spoken of as being the 
most efficacious known to the Chineso 
(Vid. Int. p. —). Most of the opium 
used in Hongkong comes from India,

Opium and all that thereto pertains is 
‘strict government monopoly in Saigon 
(Cochin-China), and a large revenue is 
derived from it The law 
and ordinanoes concerning the use of 
drag are clear, definite, comprehensive, 
and full. The monopoly is in the hands 
of the Bureau of Customs and Excise. 

Most of the opium used comes from 
India and YGnnan. Nearly every adult 
malo is said to uso it, and the extont of 
the habit is rather on the increase. Some 
Enuropeans resident in Cochinn-China also 
use it. There seoms to be no difference 
in the quality of the effects produced on 
the different nationalities, As the An- 
namite or other natives of Cochin-China 
are not very robust, it is possible that 
they do uot stand the effects of the drug 
‘as well as other men.

‘After inquicing into the reasons for these 
differences, it may be asserted that educa- 
u and religion have exercised a potent 
influence on the spread of the opium 
vice, an assertion which is confirmed by 
the fact that the people of the West, 
being the most religious, are at tl 
time the least contaminated by the vice. 
‘This assertion is corroborated by the 
statement of Dr. A. H. Vortsmann, of 
Soekaboomi, who has served as physician 
in the colonial .army during oight years, 
to the effect that the Christian soldiers 
of Ambaina are free from the vice. 

(2) That probibition has proved unsue- 
cossful in the Dutch colony of Java, 
although its people are held to be th 
most submissive to law among all the 
colonies of the world. 

(3) The failure of the system of farm- 
ing out the opium monopoly to private 
persons. For commercial reasons such a 
system may be converted into an import- 
trument for the extension of the 
traffic. For the same reason it serves as 
& means of corruption in the case of 
government employees, with whom the 
farmer necessarily comes in contact. In 
this systom personal vengeance has a 
clear field for action. Opium is mali 
ciously plaééd under the door of the 
house of & peaceable citizen, who is then 
cows v1 of having smuggled the drug. 

(-) fhe superiority of a system of 
ativiue government control, entrusting 
tc this moral ontity all tbe responsibility 
involved in the gradual suppression of 
the vice, making its spread more difficult 
and eliminating all private interests which 
tend to swell the sale.

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THE FOREIGN TRADE 
OF GHINA IN 1904.

Mr. Morse makes many interest- 
ing remarks on various other articles 
of export. Beans and _beancake 
suffered from the Russian declaration 
that they were contraband. Straw 
braid showed an increase. “A large 
portion of the increase came from 
improved demand for the finer qua- 
litios, while the coaser grades were 
again distinguished by the same 
charges of irregular plaiting and 
fraudulent packing which has char- 
acterised the industry in recent 
years. The Shantung product shows 
a tendency to gravitite to Kiaochou 
since the opening of the railway 
from Chinan, the Chefvo contribution 
to the combined export of the two 
rts having fallen from 70 per cent 
in 1903 to 40 per cent in 1904, 
Should this tendency continue, the 
efforts which have been made by 
some German exporters to improve 
the quality of the straw and the 
methods of braiding and packing, 
will, if successful, have the inevitable 
result of forcing the Chinese guilds 
and middlemen, ‘if not from shame, 
at least from interest, to place some 
restraint on the operations of the 
producers and packers, and in time a 
recognised chop may have a re- 
cognised value.” There was a very 
large increase in the export of raw 
‘cotton, in regard to which 
Morse sarcastically remarks: “ Hold- 
ers who had postp ned the watering 
of their cotton until they found a 
rospective buyer were fortunate ; 
tae these, it is stated, were few, and 
the action of Yangtze water on 
stocks may produce better results in 
- the future than any legal ensct- 
ments.” It is noticeable that China 
is beginning to reap some profit from 
her mineral resources; over 50,000 
piculs of tin, and over 12,000 tons 
of pig iron, were among the exports.

The real output was 
probably at least double the amount 
given by Mr. Morse, for he estimates 
these coins as having 95 per cent 
of copper in their composition, where- 
a3 au ave of half that amount 
would be nearer the truth. “There 
isno immediate prospect,” he adds 
“of over-issue for the wants of a 
population of 400,000,000; but a 
note of warning must be struck, that 
nothing should be done to impair 
their confidence in the coins. . . It 
is therefore a prime necessity that 
Government offices should always 

as realy to receive them 
as to give them out at their 
face va'ue; the slightest tendency 
to make on exchange rate at a 
Government office will be fatal.” 
Mr. Morse notices also the injury 
that is done to the people by the 
neglect of the Goverament to keep 
up an adequate supply of copper 
cash.

In December last, at dawn one day, it 
thundered. Next'day all tongues waged. In 
1895 it thundered ; in 1898 it.thundered 
in 1900 and 1902 it thundered ; what's 
to happen in 1905? Is it war, rebellion, 
famine or pestilence ? The wiseacros wil 
be partially satisfied now that,a real Box 
rising has taken place. It began in the 
Chienwei district, Kisting prefecture. 
The gates of the former city were closed 
forafewdays. The Rev. W. E. Smith, 
M.D, and party anchored  uear the 
city when the Boxers were making « 
demonstration, burning village at the 
same time afew li distant. Soldiers pre-

‘The process 
begin, hut no ‘round escape t from 
the sufferer from first to last. Only when 
hin bowels were cut open did his head fal , 
bat he quickly raised it agsin, Finally 
his wad was cut off- I omit all the 
horrible details which are too awful to 
relate. So terrible indood was the sight 
that many among the countless onlookers 
fainted, a truly remarkable thing for 
Chinese to do. Ultimately his heart and 
other members were brought to the 
Viceroy, who had tbe heart opened and 
in. the cover of a teacup drank some of 
his blood. Wang Taotai and another 
high ofticial also drank, but the rest .of 
the officials present refused. The Viceroy 
retained his liver to take with him to 
Canton, so that, I rappose, he can gloat 
over it at leisure. The executioners re- 
ceived $20 each for their share in the 
business. 

‘Such was the barbaric exhibition the 
Vicoroy of the Two Kuang favoured the 
poople of Kuolin with, an action rarely 
equalled among savages. That such 
should be tolerated in these days of sup- 
posod enlightenment goes a long way to 
show the real position of Chinese society. 
What must be the improasion on the 
populace when they see one of the great- 
eat of Chi it Viceroys gloating in 
public over the execution of a loader of 
froobooters? In Szechuan and elsewhore 
Viceroy ‘Teén has made a name for him- 
aolf, but this last act of his will probably 
cause his name to be remombered in at 
Toast one part of China as “The Blood 
Eater.” 


Oh! Righteous Judge. 

Another aspect of the Viceroy’s rule in 
person at Kueilinis revealedin the following 
Episode.

Foreign ;Bills. 

Another instance of jobbery somewhat 
and wholesale fraud is fo be found in w ra 
are called yang pio, i.e. foreign 
which can be obtained for $4.00 each. The 
value of these is that one frees one hundred 
loads or piculs, of any kind of goods, from 
all further Imposta, whether for import or 
export matters not. Under oorer of this 
large quantities of goods are being imported 
from the surroundings districts.free. of 
farther payments, and large quantities 
of other things are being to 
Wuchou. How long this fraud will go on 
will depend on wisdom of those 
running it, ut itis a daring scheme of 
cheating the Customs and_all the other 
tax-collecting agencies. 

Excessive Taxation. 

Few people can imagine the length to 
which taxation has gone in some matters, 
and yot the popalace stand it, As a fow 
samples, every pig killed pays 40 cents, every 
eee 8200, besides equoeess. ‘The bui- 
























































chers tried t0 compound with the officials 
for an enormous sum, but it was refueed. 
As are a geat number of 
Mohammedans in Kueilin this tax adds 
considerably to their cost of living 
Every oil press pays ten cents per diem. 
Brory street vendor pays his duly tax 
of so many cents. at_ would hawkers 
in England say if they had to pay, say, a 
shilling a day? Every article entering 
the city pays taxes to an extent un- 
dreamt of two years ago. The increase 
{set least teofold. 


Increased Cost of Labour. 
The ronolt ofall chia that the cost st 
bl gone up. The guild of carpen- 
ters, who, by the way, all come from South 
* unan, to the number of over a thousand, 

have decided on a five-cent rise, their wi 
now standing at $0 cents a day for skilled 
labour. ‘The painters, who all come from 
one hsien in the Héngchou prefecture, 
Hunan, havo decided ou a higher rise, 0 
that their wages amountto nearly 40 conte. 
Other labour has gone up in sympathy. 
Now all this has taken plave with the price 
of rice the lowest it has been for some 
yrars, viz. $2 a picul at the beginning of 
the winter and a slight rise since. This 
jerease in the coat of living is leading, I 
lies to move into Hunan, 














intensely cold with a good dval of snow. 
‘Troops come and go, and for the moment 
the rebellion seems to have quieted down.

Health Officer’s Report for March. 





During March the Public Health has 
been very satisfactory. Except fora few 
cases of Smallpox and Diphtheria little 
preventable disease has been reported. 

No death from Smallpox among the 
resident foreign population was registered 
but there were four deaths from this 
disease among non-resideuts imperfectly 
vaccinated. 

There were eight cases of Diphtheria 
notified «mong the foreign resident po- 
pulation but none were fatal. A con- 
siderable quantity of Diphtheria Autitoxin 
was sent out from the Laboratory. 

‘There are few cases now in the Munici- 
pal Hospitals for Infectious Disease. 





‘The new method of collection of houset 
refuse adopted in the Western Districe 
is working well. Practically no garbage 
is now dumped on the roads. As the 
hod appears to success both in 
efficiency and from an’ economical point 
of view it is hoped after a period of trial 
extending into the hot weather to adopt 
it in other districts in the near future, 

An attempt to disinfect Chinese dwel- 
lings after all deaths from infectious 
disease has not met with great succoss as 
ithas caused fewer deaths from thes 
causes to be reported. It is proposed to 
attempt a systematic cleansing und white- 
washing of all Chinese dwellings within 
the Settlement once a year; at the same 
jing the occupiers regarding 
¢isinfection, vaccination, ete. As most of 
the foreign Sanitary Inspectors now have 
‘an adeqnate knowledge of colloquial 
Chinese it is hoped to accomplish more 

i by formal 
raccination the 
Sanitary Iuspectors is 
already producing good results; a very 
respectable number of Chinese babies 




















being brought daily to the Laboratory 
for vaccination.

‘When one cames to explain all.the 
‘essential instractions for.carbon print- 
‘ing, it is surprising how. little there is 
to say, and yet it is the most useful and 
probably most. artistie printing. process 
in the whole range of photography. 

In considering the process I have not 
thought it necessary to institute any 
comparisons between thia and. ather 
printing processes ; my aim is.to try and 
give those uainted with the, pro- 
cess some idea of how it is to be worked.

Before the Shanghai Amateur Pho- 








follow the description of the various 
operations better, and enable you to 
understand more ‘rasily the reason for 
some of the details given, 

Gelatin ig its normal condition will 
absorb.cold water readily, but, will not 
melt ; in hot water, it dissolves easily. 
If it is treated with potwsiim, dichro- 
mate, exposure to light so hardens it 
that,hot water is no longer. capable of 
dissolving Without oxposure to 
light it retains its soluble character. 

In preparing the film or tissue, 
coloured pigments are incorporated 
with the gelatine which is then treated 
with potassium bichromate, and after * 
exposure to light under a negative, 
those parts of the film which remain, 
soluble are washed away by simple 
treatment with hot water, The degree 
of ingolubility being in proportiom to 
the amount of light that has acted on it: 
the hot water causes more of the film 
to be dissolved away in parts forming 
the half tones than in the shadows, 
while still more is dissolved in the high 
liglite. In dissolving away these soluble 
portions, the colour that they contain is 
washed "away leaving only the 
colaur and gélatine where the latter has ; 
been hardened by exposure, the result 
being a picture in coloured gelatine. 

To enable you to clearly grasp this, I 
will use a rough sketch, to illustrate the 
effect of light ‘action on the tissue 
(Fig L)

This diagram represents a greatly 
magnified section of a negative in contact 
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piece of carbon tissue, the 
ine surface of the tissue being 

ignified out of all proportion for the 
purpose of illustration. A. B. C. is the 
negative, of which A. represents clean 
glass, B. half tones and C. high lights. D, 
Tepresents the paper support of the 
Belatine coating or tissue. E. F. and G. 
are portions of the tissue lying immedi- 
ately under A. B. and C. respectively. 
The light penetrates the portion A. to 
the maximum extent, hence we have the 
maximum amount of light action at E. 
It is important to notice that while the 
light action is at the maximum at the 
surface of the tissue, it gradually dies 
out or weakens in its through 
the film, as I have tried to illustrate in 
the sketch. At F. the light action does 
not extend so far nor is it so great at 
the surface as the E; at G. the light 
action is only just appreciable ; H. 
represents therefore the portion which 
has not been acted upon at all by the 
light, 

You will notice that 
whole of the face of the film becomes i 

lable during printin, Ithoagh inthe 

igh lights this insolability extends to 
a very small fraction of the thickness 
of tho film. It is therefore not. pos- 
sible to develop, or dissolve away the 
roluble parts from the surface. ~ If it 
were attempted the soluble gelatine, in 
dissolving away, would b ing the 
whole of the iusolable parts of the film 
ive. the image, away with it. 

On account of this, the film must be 
developed from the back, and in order 
to effect this, it is nocesaney that it 
should be ‘transferred” from the 
Paper ou which it was printed to a 
new support, thns bringing the in- 
Soluble portion of the film next the 
support and the soluble part on the 
sarface. If you thivk for a momet 
Il realise that, in thus trans. 
i, the image has become re. 
versed, the left hand being to the right 
and vice versa, You will readily on- 
derstand this by referring to the sketch 
(Fig 1). After printing, oar negative

There is, however, a simple method of 
restoring the picture to its correct posi” 
tion when necessary, and that is by 
again transferring it to another support, 
when we have everything in its correct 
position. 

In order to obtain the best results in 
carbon printing a rich vigorous nega- 
tive is essential. The degree of contrast 
must be greater than is desirable for 
ordinary silver printing. This contrast, 
however, must be obtaiued without 
harshness. 

in printing, the negative must be 
provided with'a narrow opaque margin, 
technically called a “safe edge ;” the 
object of this is to ensure that the 
extreme margins of the sensitive paper 
shall be onatfected by light, and kept in 
asoluble condition; without it, there 
would be difficulty in stripping the 
tissue backing. This “‘safe edge” may 
be a narrow strip of non actinic paper 
attached to either the film or glass side 
of the negative, or, if preferred, an 

ing of opaque water colour or var- 
nish. Itshould be about an eighth of 
an inch aide in small sizes and rather 
wider in larger negatives. : 

Tissue = be purchased either sensi- 
tive orinsensitive. The sensitive tissue 
will not keep in good condition for long ; 
it must be used within a few days of 
being sensitised, therefore workers out 
here must purchase insensitive tissue 
and sensitise it themselves. 

For sensitising we require a fairly 
deep flat dish into which we pour a 
solution of from 2 to 3 parts bichromate 
of potash to 100 parts water. . In damp, 
moist climate, itis necessary to adda 
small quantity of ammonia to counter- 
act any tendency the tissue has to be- 
come insoluble in drying owing to the 
moisture in tne atmosphere. In my 
earlier trials I had considerable diffcul- 
ty, the tissue almost invariably becom. 
ing insoluble in drying. 

Mr. H. W. Bennett writing in the 
“Practical Photographer” describes a 
sensitiser he had been using for some 
time, and on trying this I found my 
difficulties so far as insoluble tissue 
was concerned disappear.

ordinary work. During the summer 
months it may be better to use a weaker 
solution. 

For sensitising the solution must be as 
cold as possible. A piece of tissue is 
immersed in the solution face down- 
wards, and turned over once ot twice to 
ensure that no air belly form on either 
the back or the face. It should remain 
in the bath for 90 seconds and then be 
laid face downwards on a piece of glass 
and lightly squeezed to remove as much 
of the sensitising solution as possible, 
removing any moisture that mey remain 
on the back, with a piece of blotting 
Paper. It is then hung up to dry. 
While wet the tissue is not sensitive 
80 that it may be sensitised in full day- 
light, but drying must take place in a 
room darkened sufficiently to have no 
visible effect on silver paper. The dry- 
ing should be complete in from 4'to 6
